2. It has been decided to grant’ ad-hoc licences for Import of the above mention¬ 
ed item from Iran during August T962—January’ 1963 period to established 
Importers who had imported these items from Iran within the basic period and cn 
the basis indicated in the annexure to this Public Notice. 

3. Established Importers of the items shown in the annexure to this Public 
Notice who had imported the goods in the past within the financial years as shown 
therein should submit separate applications for each item for ad-hoc licences in the 
usual form and manner to the Dy. Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, C.L-A, 
New Delhi, as early as possible but not later than 15th October 1962 duly supported 
by the documentary evidence In respect of past Imports of the items concerned 
durlne any financial year within the basic years as indicated in the annexure to 
this Public Notice. 

4. The import licences will be granted to admissible cases subject to the condi¬ 
tion that the goods will be imported either by sailing vessels or through the land 
route. Import licences issued in pursuance of this Public Notice will be valid for 
import from Iran only and the validity of licences will be six months.
